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TEMPLETON REID, ASSAYER OF GOLD

'T^EMPLETON REID was the first 
person to issue private gold coins 
in the United States. He began his 
coinage operation in the early summer 
of 1830 at Milledgeville, Georgia’s 
capital at that time. Within a very 
few weeks, however, he moved his 
mint to Gainesville, Ga., near the 
newly discovered gold fields of Lump- 
kin county. Coins were struck in de- 
nominations of $2.50, $5.00 and $10.00 
at both locations. 

Reid’s base of operation at Gaines- 


land, Presbyterian ancestry. All emi- 
grated to America as a family group, 
from northern Ireland, 220 years ago. 
The family settled first in Lancaster 
County, Pa., and moved five years 
later to Rowan County, N. C. 

Templeton’s father, Alexander and 
each of Alexander’s four brothers 
were Revolutionary war soldiers and 
as such qualified for headright lands 
in Greene and Wilkes counties, Ga. All 
five brothers moved to Greene county 
between 1786 and 1792.

ville was in a blacksmith shop one 
block west of the square. He made 
coins in this location from 1830 to 
1834 -an estimated $600,000 worth. 
California gold coins dated 1849 and 
Templeton Reid, assayer were made 
in the $10.00 and $25.00 denomination. 

Templeton Reid coins are of great 
historical interest to numismatists. 
Today they are rare, indeed, and com- 
mand very high prices. The designs 
of the coins are familiar from illus- 
trations found in many numismatic 
publications. The man himself, how- 
ever, had until recently been a per- 
son unknown. Here are some of the 
recently discovered facts about him. 

Templeton Reid was born in Greene 
County, Ga., in 1789. His father and 
grandparents were of Scotch High- 


Templeton’s father was granted two 
lots of land on the east bank of the 
Oconee river in the Cracker’s Neck 
section of Greene county. It is lo- 
cated about 75 miles east of the pres- 
ent city of Atlanta. He moved there 
with his wife and children in 1787. 
Templeton was born in his father’s 
sixty-third year. His father was a 
ferry man, a plantation owner and 
operated a grist mill with a John 
Garner. 

Templeton’s father died in 1807 
leaving a will which mentioned nei- 
ther him nor his mother but did list 
two older sisters and an older brother 
as executors and five minor children 
by name and their guardians. Because 
of this omission it is presumed that 
young Templeton, then in his 19th 
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year had already left home. Milledge- 
ville was only 35 miles down the 
Oconee river from Reid’s ferry. In 
Milledgeville he is listed as an appli- 
cant for one drawing in the oldest of 
the three land lottery books there. 
The date of the lottery - 1819. The 
earliest known recorded mention of 
Reid is found in the minutes of the 
Oconee River Navigation Company, 
Greensboro, Ga., July 31, 1817. Here 
he is appointed one of a committee of 
four to explore the possibilities of 
navigation of the Oconee river from 
Fishing creek to Skull Shoals. One 
other early mention of Reid is found 
in the Putnam county court house 
where he is listed as the seller of 490 
acres of land in Irwin County, Ga. 
The latter deed is dated January 10, 
1822, and Reid is listed as a resident 
of Baldwin county (Milledgeville). 

Templeton’s name begins to appear 
in the newspapers on July 24, 1830.

On that date the Milledgeville Re- 
corder writes: 

“About $1500 worth of Georgia Gold 
has been stamped by our ingenious 
townsman, Mr. Templeton Reid, with 
handsome dies, showing the actual 
value of each piece of metal, in par- 
cels of $2.50, $5.00 and $10.00. The 
pieces of ten dollars have on one side 
this inscription: ‘Georgia Gold, 1830’ 
and on the other ‘Ten Dollars, Temple- 
ton Reid, Assayer.’ The die of the five 
dollar pieces is not inferior in execu- 
tion to the stamp on the coin issued 
from the National Mint. Mr. Reid in- 
forms us that the gold thus stamped 
by him, will be taken at the Mint and 
at most of the banks for the value 
it purports on the face to bear. This 
will give it a pretty general currency, 
and make it answer for the purposes 
of money. Mr. Reid intends making 
an establishment in the gold region 


for the purpose of assaying and mark- 
ing the gold as it may be found, which 
will be a great convenience and sav- 
ing to the miners, who have been 
heretofore obliged to part with the 
precious metal in its crude state at a 
loss of from five to fifteen percent.’’ 

He next appears in the Charleston, 
S. C., Courier which was quoted by 
Niles Register of October 9, 1830 as 
having a mint in Gainesville, Georgia. 
About $230,000 of gold was mentioned 
in the same article as having arrived 
in Augusta, Ga. 

On October 18, the Hancock Adver- 
tiser of Sparta, Ga., gave young Reid 
cause for pondering with this write- 
up: 

“A Mr. Templeton Reid has estab- 
lished a mint at Gainesville, Georgia, 
and coins gold in pieces of $10.00, $5.00 
and $2.50 value. The Augusta Courier 
establishes the quantity coined at $700 
a day and a correspondent counts his

profits at 7% equal to $15,000 per 
annum. Mr. Reid denies them to be 
so much. We did not know before 
that individuals possessed the right 
of coining money. 

“So far as individuals having the 
right of coining money that right is 
not even possessed by the States. The 
latter parted with the right to the 
Congress of the United States on the 
adoption of the Federal Constitution, 
and in that body it still resides, by 
the 8th Section of the 1st. Article of 
that instrument — So unquestionable 
are these facts, that we are led to be- 
lieve that there is [sic] some mistakes 
in the statements and that no person 
would have the hardihood to en- 
counter the perils of the law in such 
an undertaking.’’ 

The late Dr. T. B. Rice in the His- 
tory of Green County, Ga., written in 
1933 said: 

“So far as the writer knows Mr. 
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Reid was never prosecuted for trea- 
son; and everything indicates that he 
coined gold with the full knowledge 
of Uncle Sam. 

“The seven percent profit that Mr. 
Reid is said to have made on his 
coinage indicates that he coined the 
gold that customers brought him just 
as his father converted grain into 
meal and fiour, and that his toll was 
seven percent. There is nothing to 
show that Mr. Reid ever mined gold, 
but there is much to prove that people 
around Dahlonega did and it is rea- 
sonable to presume that they carried 
it to Templeton Reid’s mint to be 
coined into money.” 

Templeton Reid operated his private 
mint in Gainesville from 1830 to 1834. 
It is estimated that he coined about 


$600,000 worth in the four years time. 

From 1834 to 1849 Reid dropped 
from sight. Some seemed to think that 
he went to North Carolina and helped 
the Bechtlers at Rutherfordton but 
we could find no solid evidence of this. 

The last direct mention of Temple- 
ton Reid found is in the 1850 census of 
Muscogee county, Ga. There he is 
listed as being 61 years old, a ma- 
chinist, single and a native of Georgia. 
Because of this listing and the dis- 
tance involved between there and 
California, he could have spent only 
a short time in California in 1849. 

Templeton Reid made coins in 
Georgia and in California — a lot of 
them — but only a few are left. Most 
were melted down for the gold con- 
tent, usually worth above face. 


Wanted - 

An outstanding library, one of the 
finest anywhere in the world, was 
offered recently to the American Nu- 
mismatic Association. The library 
contains in excess of 10,000 different 
titles, which is over three times the 
number in the present A.N.A. library. 
Nearly all worthwhile books, mono- 
graphs, periodicals and standard works 
relating to numismatics for every age 
and country in the world from the 
time of the ancient Greeks through 
the middle ages, a period of over 2000 
years, are found in this library. 

The library represents a lifetime of 
work and devotion by a distinguished 
numismatic scholar who has sought 
out and brought together the essential 
and, in many cases, now unobtainable 
works that make up mankind’s liter- 
ary heritage of numismatics. These 
key works are today necessary for 
scholarly research and study and as 
textbooks of numismatic students. The 
library is offered to A.N.A. at sub- 
stantially less than its present market 
value. 

For many months A.N.A. has en- 
deavored to find a way to purchase 
this fine library for the use of its 
members and to be placed in its new 
home and headquarters. Applications 
for grants from several foundations 


$100,000 

were made and other means explored 
for raising the necessary funds. With 
the A.N.A. home and headquarters 
fund raising drive and project under 
way, the opportunity to secure the li- 
brary came at an inopportune time 
from the standpoint of raising the 
purchase price, but at a very desirable 
time if it can be secured for the new 
central headquarters. 'The library 
would then form, together with our 
present library, one of the outstanding 
libraries in the numismatic world. 

As with most worthwhile and de- 
sirable achievements for educational 
and cultural progress in any of the 
humanities, the big problem is money. 
Where and how can the Association 
raise $100,000 to purchase this needed 
library? Is there someone who would 
like to leave an enduring monument 
to his earthly existence by making the 
library available for all time for the 
use of present and future generations 
of numismatists? Can anyone suggest 
ways and means for A.N.A. to acquire 
this treasure? This is a distinct chal- 
lenge to all numismatists! If you have 
any suggestions or ideas on the mat- 
ter, please contact Governor Charles

Christmas gift for a coin collector friend would be a membership in the A.N.A. 
The Numismatist magazine will remind the friend of your thoughtfulness each 
month, and he may join in the accomplishments and 
activities of the Association all year. 

At our quarterly board meeting, held in conjunction 
with the MANA convention in Richmond, your officers 
worked for three full days on their agenda which con- 
cerned the progress of your Association. An organiza- 
tional chart was agreed upon, which you will find 
elsewhere in this issue. The responsibilities and duties 
of each officer can be understood from the chart. 

The chairmen of all the various committees were 
called upon to make their reports. All members of the 
board of governors were present and noted progress 
by the committees, each with a sustained and active 
interest. I wish to compliment each chairman for the 
study and work put forth as reported to the board. 
The increase in coin robberies was discussed and 
the board authorized a reward fund, with the implementation now being 
worked out by the robberies committee. The audio-visual education committee 
is having additional slide sets prepared, with a master set for our slide library. 
In line with the increasing interest in collecting foreign coins, we are inviting 
the mint masters of Canada and Mexico, as well as the director of our own 
mint, to our 1966 Chicago convention. 

Our library committee is especially active in the field of obtaining more 
books on world coins. We are rebinding all older books as necessary. I might 
call your attention to the fourth book in the Selections From The Numismatist 
series. This book on foreign coins and currency contains 320 pages on this 
subject from previous articles published in The Numismatist. 

In the field of education, we passed a motion to encourage further Roose- 
velt University in Chicago toward the end that they establish a full College 
of Numismatics. We are working with other colleges also along this line. 
Our junior members received the attention of some fine new ideas emanating 
from this committee, which was renamed “Young Numismatists Committee.” 

The medals committee is working on our 75th anniversary medal to be 
issued in 1966. It presented several beautiful designs for consideration, and 
you’ll be hearing more about this shortly. 

Our home and headquarters fund has passed the $200,000 mark, leaving 
less than $50,000 to go to realize our goal. The chairman wishes to remind 
members that they may make donations of money at this time, or they may 
send material for the auction to be held by A. Kosoff in August 1966 at the 
Chicago diamond anniversary convention. 

Your board members are a hard working group, fully aware of all the 
various facets of this great hobby. The total combined experience of the board 
members in collecting is approximately 300 years, giving them much practical 
knowledge of the needs and problems of collectors. They are your representa- 
tives in the management of the Association. If you have suggestions, ideas, 
questions, or even constructive criticism, let them hear from you.

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SOME NORTH ATLANTIC FLIGHT MEDALS

TT is convenient, and perhaps his- 
torically correct, to consider the 
outbreak of World War II, on Sep- 
tember 1, 1939, as marking the end 
of the period of personal flights across 
the Atlantic ocean. By VE day, the 
ATC (U.S. Air Transport Command) 
and NATS (U.S. Naval Air Transport 
Service) had 26 scheduled daily flights 
each way across the Atlantic ocean. 
After that date the ocean was crossed 
by military and commercial aircraft 
in ever increasing numbers until 
today trans-ocean flights are so com- 
monplace that even single engine 
planes are flown regularly from their 
United States factories to European 
customers. 

Between the flrst crossing of the 
North Atlantic in an airplane in May, 
1919, and September 1, 1939, there 
were approximately 35 crossings from 
west to east and 19 from east to west. 
Unfortunately, in each category, there 
were more attempts that failed than 
succeeded. 

The two most publicized flights 
were Lindbergh’s crossing from New 
York City to Paris in 1927 and the 
east to west crossing of the Bremen 
and its three man crew the following 
year. Some of the many medals issued

for Lindbergh’s flight were pictured 
and described in the July, 1940, issue of 
The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. 
An illustrated article by this writer 
on ten of the medals struck for the 
Bremen flight appeared in the Sep- 
tember, 1964, issue The Numismatist. 

This article is concerned with med- 
als commemorating some of the less 
widely known but equally remarkable 
pioneer airplane flights across the 
North Atlantic. 

The first crossing was accomplished 
in a United States navy flying boat 
designated the NC4. Commanded by 
Lt. Commander A. C. Read, the NC4 
was one of three similar craft which 
left Trepassey Bay, Newfoundland, on 
May 16, 1919. It was the only one 
which succeeded in reaching the 
Azores non-stop. It then flew to Lis- 
bon, and from there reached Plym- 
outh, England, on May 31. On July 
10, 1919, Glenn Curtiss, who designed 
and built the NCs, gave a dinner at 
the Hotel Commodore in New York 
City for and in honor of the officers 
and crews of the three planes which 
participated in the flight. At the din- 
ner he distributed to his guests, in- 
cluding a few top brass navy officials, 
a bronze medal struck as follows:

The medal is 
circular, bronze, 101 mm. in diameter, and weighs approximately 10 ounces. 


On June 4, 1927, Clarence Chamberlin, with Charles A. Levine, owner of 
the Wright powered Bellanca Columbia, as passenger, left Long Island and 
on June 6, landed at Eisleben, Germany, 108 miles short of Berlin, their an- 
nounced destination. The flight of 3,905 miles set a new non-stop long dis- 
tance record. This is the only medal for this magnificent flight which the 
writer has seen.

On June 17, 1928, Wilmer Stultz as pilot and Louis Gordon as mechanic 
flew a tri-motored Fokker, Wright engine powered and on pontoons, from 
Trepassey Bay, Newfoundland, to Burry Port, Wales, non-stop in 20 hours 
40 minutes. Amelia Earhart was a passenger and, as the first woman to fly 
across the Atlantic, was widely acclaimed. (For her own solo flight four years 
later, see No. 7.) 


No. 3

On June 13, 1929, three Frenchmen - Armeno Lotti, Jean Assollant, and 
Rene Lefevre — flew their Bernard 191 monoplane named Yellow Bird from 
Old Orchard Beach, Maine, on an attempted flight to Paris. The weight of 
an idiotic stowaway caused a fuel shortage which forced them to land at 
Comillas, Spain, after a flight of 29 hours 52 minutes, covering 3,128 miles.

The medal is circular, is made in silver and in bronze, and is 68mm. in 
diameter. It was issued by the French mint and still is available from them 
(Administration Des Monnaies Et Middles, 11 Quai De Conti, Paris VI). 
On the rim appears the word argent or bronze as the case may be. 


On June 24, 1930, the already famous Australian pilot, Charles Kingsford 
Smith, took off from a field near Dublin, Ireland, and landed at Harbour 
Grace, Newfoundland, the following day. His plane was the equally famous 
Fokker, Southern Cross, powered by three Wright Whirlwind engines, and 
his crew consisted of Evert van Dyk as co-pilot, J. B. Saul as navigator, and 
J. W. Stannage as radio operator. The medal lists several of his best known 
long distance flights.

On September 1, 1930, two Frenchmen, Dieudonne Costes and Maurice Bel- 
lonte, took off from Le Bourget field, Paris, and landed at Valley Stream 
airport. New York City, after a flight of 37 hours 18 minutes. Their route 
was roughly the reverse of Lindbergh’s but the Frenchmen had to contend 
with the adverse winds which customarily blow from the west. Their plane 
was a Breguet sesquiplane, powered by one Hispano-Suiza engine. It had a 
large question mark on its fuselage and was called The Question Mark. A 
handsome medal commemorating their flight was issued in both bronze and 
silver by the French mint and is available from it. (See name and address 
under No. 4).

On May 20 - 21, 1932, Miss Earhart flew solo in a single engined Lockheed 
Vega from Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, to Culmore, Ireland, in 14 hours 
54 minutes. She previously had crossed the North Atlantic as a passenger 
(See No. 3). She disappeared on the Pacific leg of a round-the-world flight 
in July, 1937. A collection of medals awarded her is in possession of the 
National Air Museum, which is part of the Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington, D. C. Among them is a 3 inch bronze medal which, in the one-third 
size illustrated, frequently is encountered.

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On July 15, 1933, General Italo Balbo arrived in Chicago, 111., the leader 
of a squadron of 24 military twin engined flying boats which had started 
from Orbetello, Italy. The formation subsequently flew back to Rome. Al- 
though in each direction the planes made a number of stops, the flights were 
a remarkable achievement. 

A number of medals were struck for this accomplishment. The two 
illustrated are the most handsome the writer has seen.

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On August 12-13, 1938, a German Focke-Wolfe Condor, a four engine 
cantilever monoplane named the Brandenburg and commanded by Captain A 
Henke made a non-stop flight from Berlin to New York City in 25 hours 56 
minutes. The plane made a non-stop return flight to Berlin a few days later. 
The Condor’s design and performance were spectacular for 1938.

Many members have earned the 
A.N.A. educational award certificates 
since they were inaugurated over a 
year ago and announced in the August 
1964 issue of The Numismatist. Most 
of the recipients are quite proud of 
the one or more certificates they have 
and display them for their friends to 
see. 

To make this easier and the award 
more attractive, the executive sec- 
retary’s office has arranged with a 
manufacturer of plaques to furnish 
mountings for this or any similar cer- 
tificate. The plaque is made of ma- 
hogany board, 10 by 12^ inches, with 
a % inch transparent Incite cover for 
the 8% by 11 inch certificate. The 
Incite cover and certificate are held 
in place with rosette brads, making 
for easy assembly of an attractive 
mounting which may be hung or used 
upright.

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REPORT FROM THE A.N.A. BOARD 


The Middle Atlantic Numismatic As- 
sociation convention in Richmond, Va., 
was the occasion for a three-day meet- 
ing of the board of governors of the 
American Numismatic Association. In 
addition to the 9 members of the 
board, the meeting was attended by 
the executive secretary, treasurer, 
legal counsel, editor, advertising man- 
ager, and public relations officer, all 
of them taking part in the full day 
sessions on October 21-23. The lengthy 
agenda of business items was covered 


the basic organization is presented 
here in diagramatic form. 

This new organization differs from 
the old one in this principle way: the 
large number of working officers and 
committees which presently report 
directly to the board of governors will, 
for the most part, report to an execu- 
tive director who will be responsible 
to the board. Even the few other 
officers who will be responsible di- 
rectly to the board will be tied in to 
the executive director for coordination

fully, expedited by evening committee 
meetings. 

Changes in Organization 
Perhaps the most important item 
considered and acted upon was the 
matter of a new organizational plan 
for the Association. This plan is tai- 
lored to fit the present day needs of 
greatly increased activities, and for 
operations in a central headquarters 
which is being set up in Colorado 
Springs. On the premise that one pic- 
ture is better than a thousand words, 


of their activities as they relate to the 
director’s office. It must be recognized 
that this diagram of the approved or- 
ganization is complete in principle 
only, that many details remain to be 
resolved, and that changes will be re- 
quired as the Association evolves fur- 
ther. 

It is realized by the board that this 
new organization cannot be put into 
effect immediately or at one fell 
swoop. There will be a transitional 
period while the headquarters facili- 
ties are being made available and new 
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personnel is being found. Most of the 
appointed officers are expected to be 
located in the Colorado Springs head- 
quarters, to which most of those pres- 
ently in office cannot remove due to 
long standing commitments in their 
scattered home areas. The Association 
is still seeking qualified men to fill the 
key positions of executive director and 
editor. 

Coin Theft Reward 

Other important decisions were 
made and actions taken, one of great 
concern to all collectors being the 
establishment of an A.N.A. coin theft 
reward fund. The board set aside 
$10,000 from its general fund for this 
specific purpose, and has been assured 
orally that other organizations are 
prepared to contribute a like amount 
to this reward fund. Various legal and 
practical aspects must be considered 
in setting up rules for the administra- 
tion of this fund, and further informa- 
tion will be published as it becomes 
available. Closely related is the study 
of the possibility of making available 
to all A.N.A. members a coin insur- 
ance program at attractive rates. 

A.N.A. Diamond Anniversary 

The coming year being the occasion 
for observing and celebrating the 75th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Association, the board approved the 
general design for a special commem- 
orative medal. This medal, in bronze 
in about 3 inch size, will be available 
at a moderate cost to all members and 
is being planned for release at the 
diamond anniversary convention in 
Chicago, August 16-20, 1966. The pen- 
dant badge for the Chicago convention 
has been designed to include a small 
diamond as a further commemoration 
of the anniversary. Consideration is 
being given also to making the August 
issue of The Numismatist a special 
one. 

Educational Activities 

Already under way is an expansion 
of the audio-visual education activity 
in the making of extra copies of the 
present slide sets and the preparation 
of new ones. The production of per- 
manent master sets, from which other 
copies may be made in the future as 


needed, is in progress also. Copies of 
the recently adopted and published 
Code of Ethics for A.N.A. members 
will be prepared in form suitable for 
display and will be announced shortly. 
New membership applications will in- 
clude the Code of Ethics on the form. 

The following resolution was passed 
in connection with expanding the edu- 
cational activities now in progress at 
Roosevelt University in Chicago: 

“In furtherance of the American 
Numismatic Association objectives 
for the advancement and enjoy- 
ment of numismatics, the Associa- 
tion favors the establishment of a 
college of numismatics at Roose- 
velt University and offers its sup- 
port in an advisory capacity.” 

The present course in numismatics at 
the University is being sponsored by 
the Professional Numismatists Guild, 
with cooperation from the Association 
and the Chicago Coin Club. Consider- 
ation being given to the expansion of 
the prog^ram by the University is evi- 
dence enough of its satisfaction with 
the initial response to the innovation. 
Arthur M. Kagin, the PNG member 
who fostered this project, was made 
a member of the A.N.A. educational 
committee to serve as the Association’s 
representative in further work with 
this University. 

The library committee reported a 
need for additional copies of many 
books to fill the requests of members, 
especially for books in the field of for- 
eign coins. Anyone having duplicates 
or no longer needed numismatic books 
is urged to donate them to the A.N.A. 
library. In the case of scarcer books 
that might be purchased for the li- 
brary, the librarian should be con- 
tacted before forwarding them to de- 
termine the need. An important item 
on the library’s want list is the first 
six volumes of The Numismatist. 

Other Topics 

Increasing the membership is a 
prime consideration and the commit- 
tee heading this activity is studying 
and planning ways to stimulate it. 
Chairman Ray Byrne of the member- 
ship committee is correlating sugges- 
tions and proposals already received 
from members of his large committee. 
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and is anxious to hear from other 
persons having ideas on the subject. 
In the final analysis, the Association 
must look to its present members to 
encourage their numismatic and col- 
lector friends to become affiliated with 
A.NA. 

Recognizing the increasing interest 
in coins of foreign countries, the 
A.N.A. is prepared to help collectors 
in this area with books from its large 
library and slides of several titles. The 
Numismatist will continue the very 
popular section on “New Or Recent 
Issues,’* and welcomes news items and 
articles on foreign coins which will be 
of interest to collectors. 

At the board’s request, Editor Brad- 
field agreed to continue in his office 
until a new editor is selected and 
ready to assume the position, with a 
limit of 9 months from the effective 
date of his previously announced 
resignation. This would include prep- 
aration of all 1966 issues to and in- 
cluding September. 

A program was approved for the 
issuance of awards by the Association 
in recognition of outstanding exhibits 
at A.N.A. club meetings. This is simi- 
lar to the educational awards for 
numismatic talks at the local level, 
which were initiated in August 1964 
and which have proved to be very 
popular. 

Recognizing the importance of ju- 
nior members of the Association to its 
future and to the future of the hobby, 
the committee to implement ways of 
assisting them was renamed “Young 
Numismatists Committee.’’ A proposal 
to hold a special educational forum 
for young collectors and numismatists 


at the Chicago convention is being 
considered carefully. 

It was decided to accept the invita- 
tion of the Missouri Numismatic So- 
ciety of St. Louis to hold the 1970 
A.NJ^. convention in that city. On 
the recommendation of convention 
committees, a few changes were made 
in bourse and exhibit rules which will 
be published in full later. The bourse 
fee at the 1966 convention was in- 
creased to $175, the added $25 to be 
placed in the A.N.A. coin theft reward 
fund. Dealers in the Chicago metro- 
politan area, as defined by the U. S. 
Bureau of Census, were declared in- 
eligible for bourse tables at the Chi- 
cago convention, as are all A.N.A. 
officers. A change in the exhibit rules 
provides for recognition plaques for 
all noncompetitive exhibitors at A.N.A. 
conventions but bars them from enter- 
ing in any competitive class. 

Epilogue 

Many other items of business and 
problems facing the growing Associa- 
tion were considered and are being 
pursued actively. Further details and 
progress reports will be made known 
through The Numismatist and other 
publications as they become available. 
While the board members were unan- 
imous in their desire to foster growth 
and progress of the entire hobby, they 
are keeping in mind the need for care- 
ful study and planning of changes to 
the end that each of its decisions be 
made on sound basis and practical 
considerations. In line with this. 
President Rothert gave each board 
member time for full discussion of 
all items considered. 


A.N.A. EXECUTIVE SECRETARY RESIGNS 
Don Sherer, executive secretary of the American Numismatic Association 
for 4 years, has tendered his resignation from that office. A letter from 
Sherer to the board of governors, dated October 26, stated simply “I would 
appreciate your accepting my resignation as of December 31, 1965.’* 

As has been stated previously, the A.N.A. board is seeking a full time 
executive director to replace the part time executive secretary (general sec- 
retary prior to August, 1963). This change is part of the reorganization of 
the Association management to be effected in connection with setting up a 
central headquarters. 

Sherer had made known to the board some time ago his decision against 
moving from Phoenix to the headquarters when it is established in Colorado 
Springs. President Rothert has asked Sherer to consider continuing in his 
present position until the new executive director is hired and ready to take 
over the office. 
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Hook Reviews 

Foreign Coins Struck at United States Mints, by Charles G. Altz and E. H. 
Barton, Whitman Publishing Co., Racine, Wis., 1965, 64 pp., soft covers, illus., 
$ 1 . 00 . 

It may surprise most collectors to learn that four U.S. mints have struck 
782 different coins for 37 foreign countries since the practice was authorized 
by Congress in January, 1874. We have known, of course, that some foreign 
coins were made in our facilities, especially since the practice was discontinued 
at the end of October, 1963. We learn from this new book that, because of the 
U.S. coin shortage, the Treasury invoked a proviso of the 1874 act to avoid 
interference with domestic coinage. 

Many of the coins may be distinguished by mint marks or the fact that 
they were struck exclusively in a U.S. mint. Some were struck in more than 
one U.S. mint, with no distinguishing marks; others were made from identical 
dies in both U.S. and foreign mints. We learn also that dates on some of these 
pieces cannot be taken as the year of manufacture. Each coin type is well 
illustrated, the coinage metal indicated, and the most accurate possible mintage 
figures given. 

My only disappointment in this needed book is some instances of poor lay- 
out which lead to possible confusion or, to say the least, require quite careful 
attention. When it is reprinted the country name at the heading of each group 
might be made more prominent by using larger or bolder type. An asterisk in 
the middle of page 16 refers not to a note at the bottom of that page but to 
one in regular type in the middle of page 18. The use of a different type for 
explanatory notes is a common and helpful practice. 

Altz and Barton have supplied much information in condensed and handy 
form that will be of interest to many coin collectors. This addition to Whit- 
man’s popular numismatic reference series is available at $1.00 from many 
coin dealers, book stores and hobby shops. — Glenn S. 

Metrological Tables by Earle R. Caley, Numismatic Notes and Monographs 
154, American Numismatic Society, New York City, 119 pages, 2 plates, card 
covers, 1965. 

This monograph will probably prove to be one of the most popular in the 
long A.N.S. series and will be a standard reference for years. The reader is 
recommended to buy his copy now while the supply lasts. It is simply a series 
of tables giving conversions for all important numismatic measurements. These 
include 1) decimal grains to grams; 2) pennyweights and grains to grams; 3) 
troy ounces and pennyweights to grams; 4) fractional pennyweights to grams; 
5) fractional troy ounces to grams; 6) Roman scruples to grams; 7) grams to 
Roman scruples; 8) grams to Roman carets; 9) decimal inches to millimeters; 
10) fractional inches to millimeters; 11) whole millimeters to inches; 12) units 
in the “American scale’’ to decimal inches and millimeters; 13) units in 
“Mionnet’s Scale’’ to decimal inches and millimeters. This book will remove 
much of the frustration that the collector suffers when reading the literature 
and must constantly convert obsolete and foreign measurements into terms he 
understands. — J. Lhotka 

Handbook of United States Coins With Premium List by R. S. Yeoman, 
23rd edition. Whitman Publishing Co., Racine, Wise., board covers, 128 pp., 
illus., $1.00. 

The 23rd edition of the “Blue Book” written by that astute numismatist, 
R. S. Yeoman, has been released by the Whitman Publishing Company. While 
the basic purpose of this book is to provide collectors with information regard- 
ing prices a dealer will pay for coins, if he needs them, there is also much 
else to be learned from this edition. Among other things the beginner will 
find useful information on coin production, mint marks and how to locate 
them, die varieties and how to distinguish them, coin grading and the cleaning 
and preserving of coins. 

The advanced collector and investor who follow the wholesale trends of 
their purchases will also find much useful information. As is usually the 
case, the scarcer items in demand show the highest price advance. A good 
example among half cents is the 1796 no pole showing a $250.00 advance in 
fine condition. Early large cents continue to advance steadily, while dates 
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after 1816 show a tendency to stagnate. This trend is also reflected in other 
issues, with the early scarce dates showing substantial gains, while the later 
dates with the exception of rarities just hold steady. Some modern coins such 
as the Lincoln cents show a tendency to decline slightly in the semi-key 
classification.

And again, three times over, do the 
Hewitt Brothers, 7320 N. Milwaukee 
Ave., Chicago, 111., 60631, in their Nu- 
mismatic Information Series bring 
low priced, qualitative booklets to the 
numismatic community: Dies and 
Coinage ($1) and Major Varieties of 
the United States Three Dollar Gold 
Pieces (50c), both by Walter Breen, 
and Price Catalogue of U. S. Colonial 
and Continental Currency ($1) by Ted 
N. Weissbuch and Richard Hoober. In 
his booklet on dies, Breen collects 
scattered and fragmentary informa- 
tion into a single narrative. The 
pamphlet on $3 gold pieces opens with 
a historical sketch, then catalogs the 
varieties with reference to mintage, 
number of dies used, quantities of 
proofs, etc. (Still available from the 
publisher are Breen’s earlier works 
on the gold dollar and quarter eagle.) 
The Weissbuch-Hoober booklet of 56 
pages catalogs and prices colonial and 
continental currency in good and fine 
condition. Many types are pictured. 
Historic background adds greatly to 
the book’s interest. 

Nathan N. Eglit’s Columbiana: The 
Medallic History of Christopher Co- 
lumbus and the Columbian Exposition 


of 1893 is a pioneer effort in a ne- 
glected field and places the numis- 
matist in debt to the author. A total 
of 596 items are described in detail 
and many are illustrated. Attractively 
printed and bound in high gloss enam- 
eled stock, included in its 144 pages 
are bibliography and index, both use- 
ful. Available from the author at 134 
N. La Salle St., Chicago, 111. 60602 for 
$3.75. 

An indication of greater numismatic 
interest in Brazil, according to D. G. 
Coimbra, is the 1965 issue of The 
Brazilian Coin Book published by 
Santos Leitao and Cia, Rio de Janeiro. 
The new edition has 210 pages to the 
120 pages in the 9th edition. All coins 
in use in Brazil from 1643 to 1965 
are covered, with more than 1,000 of 
the pieces illustrated. Market values 
are given. 

A Check List of the Coins of Nica- 
ragua by Robert A. Lamb has been 
published by the author at 2721 E. 
Grant Rd., Tucson, Ariz. 85716 at $1.00 
each. Its 18 pages contain a brief 
numismatic history of Nicaragua. 
The date, mint mark, mintage, me- 
tallic content and catalog values in 
good, fine, extra fine and uncirculated, 
are given for each coin. The half 
tone illustrations are not of the best 
quality.

11577, recently issued two priced cata- 
logs of items for sale. Paper Money 
Around the World and Coins of the 
World, priced at 10c each. — Elston 
G. Bradfield

The A.N.A. and Its Presidents 


MORITZ WORMSER 
Fourteenth President, 1921 to 1926

The 14th president of the A.N.A. held office for five terms of one year 
each, a tenure long’er than any other person. The reason was quite simple. 
He was so popular and capable that no one, in the five years, ever opposed 
him. Let us, then, learn more about this efficient man who was a leader in 
work, fine executive, conciliatory in discussion, and 
never a dictator. His administration proved to be 
another turning point in the history of the A.N.A. 

Moritz Wormser was bom in Heidelberg, Ger- 
many, on August 26, 1878, the son of a naturalized 
Californian. He was schooled in Wiesbaden, Ger- 
many, and like several other past presidents, began 
collecting coins about the age of 12. He came to 
the United States in 1896, after the death of his 
parents. He was graduated from Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1899 and received a degree from Colorado 
School of Mines in 1900. Returning to Columbia, 
he received his civil engineering degree in 1903. 
He was engaged in contracting until 1911, then 
went into commercial financing until 1935. He 
founded the New Netherlands Coin Company in 
1936, a firm now managed by his son, Charles M. 
Wormser. 

Wormser was a collector of the old school. To 
him, numismatics was more than merely acquiring 
coins — it meant knowing the complete history of every specimen in his 
collection, a cabinet rich in gold and silver coins of the world, including 
many rarities. His knowledge of languages, coupled with hi-s travels, 
enabled him to point out intimate details when discussing his collection 
with friends. His store of numismatic knowledge was an asset in writing 
numerous articles for The Numismatist. The subjects covered new issues 
of coins of the world, as well as historical sidelights on others. 

Moritz Wormser joined the A.N.A. in December, 1911, as Number 1531. 
He became a member of the American Numismatic Society and the New 
York Numismatic Club at about the same time. He served in official 
capacities in both organizations. His first office in the Association was as 
a member of the board from 1917 to 1919. He was elected chairman of the 
board in 1919 and served until elected 14th president at the 1921 Boston 
convention. 

Two men elected that year remained on his staff during his entire 
administration — Harry Yawger, chairman of the board, and Charles 
Markus, a board member. George J. Bauer and Alden Scott Boyer served in 
several capacities during Wormser’s tenure, and each of the four men- 
tioned eventually became A.N.A. presidents. Other prominent numisma- 
tists serving with him were Frank Shumway, Ludgar Gravel, Charles H. 
Fisher, B. Max Mehl, F. C. C. Boyd, Elmer Sears, Julius Guttag, Ex-Presi- 
dent Waldo Moore, and the renowned Edward T. Newell. President of the 
A.N.S. from 1916 to 1941, Newell served two terms on the A.N.A. board

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from 1925 until 1927. George H. Blake, noted authority on paper money, 
was elected treasurer in 1922 and held the office until 1949, then became 
treasurer emeritus until his death in 1955. Another long-time servant was 
Harry T. Wilson, who was elected general secretary in 1923 and remained 

until 1938. ^ , 

As leader of this illustrious team of junior officers, Wormser continued 
to lift the association from the doldrums of World War I and on to 
greater accomplishments. The roster of active members, which stared 
to climb after the war, gained momentum under his leadership. His 
visitations from coast to coast cemented fraternal friendship among the 
members and A.N.A. branches and clubs. New corporate members were 
formed in various cities. 

Numismatic Milestones During the Wormser Administration 

Commemorative coins, held to only seven issues until 1920, erupted 
in 1921 with a second Pilgrim, two Missouri, and two Alabama issues. The 
two Grant issues followed in 1922, and before President Wormser, who

denounced the over-issuing of commemoratives, finished his term, eight 
more had made their appearance. The long awaited Peace dollar made its 
disappointing appearance on January 3, 1922, after having been struck 
late in 1921. While a government spokesman stated that, despite criticism, 
there would be no changes, the coins of 1922 and thereafter were struck in 
low relief. 

The June, 1922, Numismatist contained the first of a series on “Descrip- 
tive List of Obsolete Paper Money” by D. C. Wismer. It continued until 
1936 and constituted the longest series ever published in the magazine. 

The by-laws were changed at the 1922 New York convention to permit 
life membership in the association for a fee of $50. Of the eight who 
immediately enrolled, the president modestly took No. 8. Attendance rec- 
ords showed 89 members registered. For the enlightenment of convention 
badge collectors, no special artistic badges were provided in 1922 because 
of prohibitive costs. 

President Wormser made a forceful address at the convention, empha- 
sizing the historic value and importance of numismatics. He stressed 
recognition and development of its science by establishing numismatic 
courses in universities, and particularly through more elaborate displays 
in national collections. His goal was to build these collections and exhibits 
to the prominence of those in European museums. He felt it was a duty 
of the A.N.A. to take a leading part in such a program. The speech was 
widely circulated and created considerable interest. Curator Theodore 
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Belote of the Smithsonian Institution, an A.N.A. member, quickly realized 
that if Wormser's project became a reality, the prominence of the numis- 
matic display at the Institution would be greatly enhanced. The display 
was rich in medals, decorations, foreign and ancient coins, but the United 
States collection of nearly 17,000 specimens was housed for public viewing 
in the Philadelphia mint. 

^ robbery at the Denver mint early in 1923, both it and 
the Philadelphia facility were closed to visitors. Closing of the latter 
barred the public from viewing the mint collection. Government officials, 
over considerable opposition, decided to move the entire collection to the 
Smithsonian. The move was made in early summer, the coins with the 
numismatic display, and the exhibit again opened to the public. A paper, 
written by Belote, giving details of the new housing facilities and explaining 
the advantages of the merger, was read at the 1923 Montreal convention. 

The president, in the interim, initiated a program to form an A.N.A. 
collection of coins and medals which eventually would augment those in 
the Institution. Librarian Edward Putnam was named curator and all 
numismatic items received were housed in Rochester, N. Y. Response to 
the venture lagged and did not come up to expectations. At the 1925 
Detroit convention, a committee was appointed to work with a similar 
group from the Institution for the purpose of placing the A.N.A. collection 
on permanent loan in the national museum. It was announced at the 1927 
Hartford convention that, through a fund donated by Robert P. King, a 
purchase of coins had been made to be placed in the Smithsonian as the 
first of such loans. 

Wormser acted as chairman of the coin purchasing committee from 
its inception. It was an unending effort, but a pet project of this dedicated 
man until he died. The assembled 1940 Detroit convention, in recognition 
of Wormser’s work in founding and caring for the display, honored him 
by renaming it the Moritz Wormser Memorial Exhibit of the American 
Numismatic Association. 

Late in 1923, Julius Guttag suggested that a week be set aside for 
the exhibition of coins on a competitive basis, nation-wide in scope and 
advertising, and to be known as National Coin Week. President Wormser 
proclaimed February 9 to 16, 1924, as Coin Week. Reports published in 
The Numismatist from many places, including the far away Philippines, 
stated that reaction was most gratifying. Banks reported a new interest 
in coins and medals. Coin Week became a national event thereafter. 

The 1913 Liberty Head “nickel’* made another rare appearance after 
four years of silence. An inconspicuous ad on page 51 of the January, 
1924, Numismatist offered for sale all of the five known proof (?) speci- 
mens of this now famous rarity. The advertiser was August Wagner of 
Philadelphia, Pa. The five coins eventually found their way into the Col. 
E. H. R. Green collection. 

The February, 1924, edition of The Numismatist devoted most of its 
pages to “Lincoln in Numismatics,” written by Robert P. King. It was 
heavily illustrated and attributed all known Lincolniana to that date. 
A supplement appeared in the April, 1927, Numismatist. The two issues 
constitute a standard reference on the subject. 

One of the highlights of the 1924 convention was the presentation, by 
Edward T. Newell, of a gold medal to President Wormser in appreciation 
“of his untiring efforts in behalf of a Greater A.N.A.” Copies of the medal 
in bronze and silver were sold by the Association. 

A few weeks prior to the 1925 Detroit convention a fund was raised 
to place a memorial granite marker at the grave of Dr. George F. Heath, 
founder of the A.N.A. During the convention, officials of the association 
and many interested members made a trip to Monroe, Mich., 40 miles 
southward, to attend dedication ceremonies of the memorial. Wormser

made the dedication address and Donald R. Heath, the doctor’s son, repre- 
sented the Heath family. i. « ^ 

It was announced at the convention that the association, for the first 
time had passed the 1,000 mark in active members. Its first membership 
list in booklet form was issued in September, 1925. Besides naming the 
record membership, it contained the by-laws, other pertinent data, and 

31 pages of advertisements. . , . 

The Bryan Money number of The Numismatist was issued in July, 
1926. Farran Zerbe, numismatic scholar, was the author ^ 

the satirical tokens of the U. S. presidential cainpaigns of 1896 and 1900. 
Nearly 150 specimens, many illustrated, are attributed. 

Wormser made known his desire to retire from the presidency when 
the 1926 convention met in Washington, D. C. The subject was avoided 
in the hope he might change his mind. Then resolution No. 1 was read 
from the fioor “expressing an unusual debt of gratitude and deep apprecia- 
tion for the distinguished services of our retiring president, Moritz 
Wormser...” The resolution continued to extoll the accomplishments of 
the president. The audience awaited the final tribute silently, ^en a 
standing ovation broke that silence. Wormser resumed the chair and 
continued his duties until the election of Harry Yawger, 15th president. 


was announced. 

This did not end his services as an officer. He had consented to remain 
as a board member and in the election received the highest number of 
votes polled. He remained on the board until 1932 and was elected again 
in 1935 and served until 1937, which gave him a total of 17 years as an 
official of the organization. 

Wormser once stated that his long tenure as president was devoted 
to three objectives to which he had given much time and some money, 
namely: Building up the association membership, increasing its prestige 
and infiuence at home, and fostering relations with the numismatic socie- 
ties abroad. Statistics prove his statement was correct. 

The membership roster grew to more than 3,000, with more than 1,000 
active members. Some of the 17 corporate members on the list only a 
decade previously had boasted almost as many members as the A.N.A. 
Its prestige at home was unquestioned and world relations were on the 
highest level. 

During Wormser’s administration, the association enrolled an impres- 
sive number of prominent numismatists, including three who would become 
president - T. James Clarke, L. W. Hoffecker, and J. Douglas Ferguson. 
Many are with us today (1965) with numbers from 2261 to 3036. This 
gain, however, was offset by the deaths of such collectors as H. O. Mann, 
John Beck, and Virgil M. Brand; Ex-Presidents B. P. Wright and Albert R. 
Frey; Benefactor W. W. C. Wilson; Sculptor Victor D. Brenner, and distin- 
guished numismatists Lyman Low, Robert W. McLachlin and John W. 
Haseltine. 

Moritz Wormser attended almost every A.N.A. convention from 1917 
to 1939. He remained active in the organization’s affairs and projects 
until he passed away unexpectedly on May 22, 1940. David M. Bullowa 
eulogized him in these words: “Knowing Moritz Wormser was a privilege. 

. . . His fair dealings with all, his level judgment when opinions clashed, 
and his knowledge of numismatics were an extraordinary combination. 
His interest in the welfare of the association was equalled by few; his 
donations to the library and loan exhibit . . . will prove helpful for many 
years to come. What cannot be measured is the many hours of thought . . . 
given for so many years, for the betterment of our hobby through the 
American Numismatic Association.” 

The many notable achievements of Moritz Wormser entitled him to 
a place in the history of the A.N.A. as one of its most eminent and 
distinguished members.

Dodson Represents A.N.A. at Smithsonian Celebration 

From every part of the world they came, bringing a wide diversity of 
scholarly attainment — university presidents, archaeologists, publicists, museum 
personnel, numismatists — these were just a few of the eminent fields repre- 
sented. From Baghdad and Trinidad, from Leningrad, Paris, Buenos Aires and 
Bangkok and from major cities of the United States all roads led to Washing- 
ton, D. C., as the distinguished Smithsonian Institution commenced a three 
day bicentennial celebration honoring the birth of its founder, James Smithson. 

At the opening ceremony on September 16 nearly 2,000 invited guests 
were assembled as the Marine band played “Hail to the Chief” announcing the 
arrival of President Johnson. In greeting the delegates the President spoke 
briefly but eloquently in stressing a new federal program to aid education, 
and the nation’s earnest desire for a world at peace. 

At the three day series of meetings, addresses and social activities, the 
A.N.A. was represented by a past president and his wife, Oscar and Polly 
Dodson.

The additional information obtained 
by the Bureau establishes that the 
Maria Theresa thaler is properly clas- 
sified free of duty as a metal coin 
under item 653.22. — W. E. Higman,

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A NOVICE LOOKS AT NUMISMATICS

Talk delivered at the July 14 meeting of Western Reserve Numismatic Club. 



T F YOU had a knowledgable numis- 
matist as a speaker this evening, 
you might have to sit through an 
hour’s presentation. Instead, you have 
me: a novice who knows only about 
15 minute’s worth. 

May I ask all of you to think back 
and try to remember what you had 
learned at the age of 3 years? Not 
very much, had you? At the age of 
5, a bit more, maybe? Well, that is 
exactly the story of my life in the 
field of numismatics. Five years of 
growing and now be- 
ginning to know a bit. 
My first year in this 
field began when 
someone gave me a 
penny book at Christ- 
mas and told me if I 
filled up all the holes 
by next Christmas, 
Santa would leave a 
hundred dollar bill in 
the sock. This is going 
to be easy, I thought, 
and then proceeded to 
give it the maximum effort. 

I worked very hard, checking my 
change, my family’s change, all of my 
friends’ change — well, it got to the 
point of silly jokes — you all know 
the kind. Anyhow, did I make it ? 
No! After one whole year of search- 
ing through many palms, I still had 
nine holes empty. So, no hundred 
dollar bill. 

However, the very next week, in a 
cab, I as usual asked the driver if I 
could look through his change (you 
can see by now I was asking every- 
one) and it turned out he was a coin 
collector. He asked me if I subscribed 
to a coin newspaper. I said “no” and 
he gave me his copy. I read it and 
realized this coin collecting was quite 
a bit more than just filling up holes 
in a book. So I subscribed and started 
to read each copy; also I bought the 
Redbook and the Bluebook. I started 
going to banks for rolls to search 
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through, because in the “coins found” 
section of the paper everyone was 
finding the elusive 1909-S and the 
1931-S. I bought tubes; I started sav- 
ing duplicates; I used the trade sec- 
tion; and by now I was saving cents, 
nickels, dimes, quarters, halves, and 
silver dollars. I bought books on 
grading. Oh boy, I thought, I’m a 
real coin collector! 

The tubes kept piling up — two 
years in the field and still so young 
and stupid. Why? Because a coin 
collector is nothing but a hoarder! 
But in the third year, four exciting 
things happened, two involving begin- 
ner’s luck and two which graduated 
me into the kindergarten of numis- 
matics. 

Every time I had my hair done at 
a beauty salon, I was making it a 
point to stop at the nearest bank so 
that, while other women were read- 
ing, knitting, or just napping, I could 
search through rolls of coins with a 
magnifying glass. They probably 
thought I was some kind of a nut; 
especially one day when I let out a 
scream and all the attendants rushed 
over thinking the dryer was on fire. 
The real reason for the scream was 
that I’d found a very fine 1950-D Jef- 
ferson. Now, that book was complete. 
The very next week I found my 1928 
peace dollar. Beginner’s luck? You 
bet. Two key holes filled up — graded 
and inventoried. Friends, those are 
the key words used by a coin col- 
lector: “graded and inventoried.” Who 
designed them? What part of Amer- 
ica’s history do they represent? These 
and many other questions I couldn’t 
have answered if a $1,000 bonus had 
been offered me. 

Then the third thing came along. In 
all honesty, I must confess that I was 
shamed into becoming a numismatist 
by a 13 year old boy. It happened this 
way: In talking about their children 
(as mothers love to do) a friend of 
my mother’s discovered that I was 
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interested in coins. She called me to 
ask for assistance in selecting some 
books on coinage for her son’s birth- 
day gift. Not knowing what he al- 
ready owned, I invited them to lunch 
and, oh brother, I found out he al- 
ready had the Redbook, the Bluebook, 
and books on Canadian and foreign 
coins. Then came the really great 
shock! He started asking me all sorts 
of questions — historical questions and 
many others. I couldn’t answer any 
of them — couldn’t help him at all, 
but he surely helped me realize that 
I didn’t know one iota of the serious 
study of numismatics. I realized that 
up until now I had been nothing but 
a collector of coins. 

Well, the next six months were 
quite different, and I was sitting under 
the dryer with my first study books. 
Finally, at the age of 41, I was able 
to converse with a 13 year old numis- 
matist. Oh, I was still reading my 
weekly coin paper, and that is where 
No. 4 happening comes in. Returning 
from Pittsburgh, where my television 
commercial work usually is done, and 
going through the mail which had 
piled up, I saw a very familiar face 
looking at me from the pages of a 
coin newspaper. It was Fred Rosen- 
thal, mentioned as the president of 
the Western Reserve Numismatic 
Club. Both he and I had been execu- 
tives at the May Company, he as 
merchandise manager and I as fash- 
ion director. Both of us had left the 
company by now, but I thought, “Why 
not give him a call and congratulate 
him?” I did, and he invited me to 
attend a meeting of the W. R. N. C. 
that week. Gentlemen, it was there 
I was to find my kindergarten educa- 
tion in our wonderful hobby nurtured 
to its present level. 

How lucky to have attended this 
meeting first, for I was invited to and 
attended another club’s meeting. The 
club shall be nameless but the circum- 
stances were so regretful I must tell 
you about it. While it was quite 
obvious to you that I was a greenhorn 
in the field, you gentlemen at least 
answered my questions. But at the 
other meeting, which was quite social, 
all they cared about was how much 
money I had to invest. Although 
called a coin club, it was strictly an 
investment club — investments in 


coins, investments in a new member’s 
ability to purchase coins, investments 
by backers in the club of the bourse 
tables. In other words, no interest in 
the real study of numismatics, just a 
whale of a lot of interest in profit — 
theirs, of course. Membership in that 
club would have kept me at the 
hoarder level. I sadly noted that they 
had a lot of young people in atten- 
dance and seemed to be counting the 
heads and labeling them all as new 
profit patsies. Well, after that I came 
back here to another meeting of a 
real numismatic club to be saved. 

I can’t tell you how much it was 
appreciated when, as a comparatively 
junior member, I was made publicity 
reporter for our club, for through this 
position my knowledge grew and 
grew. In all serious undertakings one 
learns more if he has to pay his way 
with duty and service. Each month 
I listened and learned from the 
knowledgable member speakers, and 
will confess I even purchased books 
on your specialized fields so I could 
better write reports to the various 
publications. That same year it was 
exciting to know that because of my 
request. Mayor Locher proclaimed 
National Coin Week locally. Then, too, 
it was great to correlate the exhibit 
representing our club at a bank show- 
ing. And it was stimulating to work 
at the information booth at the A.N.A. 
Cleveland convention. 

So, gentlemen, I paid with a bit of 
duty, but was repaid freely by the 
sincerely expended knowledge of you 
real numismatists. I must add that I 
found the exhibits made by our mem- 
bers at each meeting wonderful. To 
me they are honey drops of knowl- 
edge in variously interesting and un- 
known subjects in our field. In my 
mind they are show, tell, and mainly 
help — real help to a novice like me. 

My thanks go to another member 
who started me on my very own spe- 
cialty of animal coins and tokens. In 
these times I wouldn’t have known 
what to do without it. Many of you 
members have graciously added to my 
collection, and I find it a very fine 
study because it includes ancient, 
foreign and modern coinage from all 
parts of the world. Research is a 
challenge and I do have many coins to 
study and classify before assembling 
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a comprehensive visual exhibit I can 
be proud of. But, may I add, my 
knowledge is growing and I love my 
excellent coins of Ireland, my ele- 
phants of Belgian Congo, my llama of 
Bolivia, my Lundy puffin — all of 
them. I now have 56 pieces but 
desperately need help in the token 
section. In this specialty it is my 
dream one day to own the Panama 
Pacific quarter eagle with the hip- 
pocampus, that beautiful mythical sea 
creature with the head of a horse and 
the tail of a dolphin. 

I have had my interest in our hobby 
both stimulated and sustained by con- 
centrating in this special field, mainly 
because the prices of American coins 
I lack make them unobtainable finan- 
cially at the present cost level; unob- 
tainable not just to me but to many, 
many novices who were warmly wel- 
comed into the hobby. Each day the 
papers crow about the upsurge in 
figures of new coin buffs. Oh, yes, the 
figures are growing, but growing with 
what — into what? On April 1 I be- 
came a member of the American Nu- 
mismatic Association, another step 
forward. I notice there are several 
hundred new members listed each 
month but the net membership is not 
growing very fast. What happens to 
the others? 

We serious novices find ourselves 
embroiled not in a hobby anymore 
but embroiled in big business. We are 
scapegoats caught suddenly in big 
mesh and mess. We’re still honest, 
innocent and ignorant, for the most 
part. We can’t understand what the 
deuce is happening. And there are 
many like me, now 5 years old in this 
oldest of studies, and we don’t know 
where we are going. The numbers do 
swell, but where do we now dwell? 
Do you knowledgable members know? 
Like me, there are many who seri- 
ously analyze any undertaking. We 
analyze our jobs, people, hobbies, and 
especially the times. It is because of 
this that I wish to ask, gentlemen, 
when you were 5 years old in the 
hobby of numismatics: 

Were you faced with glaring looks 
from bank personnel who don’t hesi- 
tate to blame you for the coin short- 
age? 

Were you written about — rudely, 
I might add — by newspapers and 


magazines as that nasty coin collector 
who’s a real threat to the country’s 
economy? 

Were you clumped in a lump called 
coin collectors and blamed for that 
very shameful run on silver dollars? 

Were you confronted, quite sud- 
denly, with 9,999,999 coin hoarders all 
looking for the same coin with a mint- 
age of 866,000? 

In your 5th year in the hobby, were 
you harassed by businessmen invading 
your hobby with an eye on profit 
only; men who badgered you with 
phony coin investment plans with an 
eye not really on your future but 
just on their own g^reedy and immedi- 
ate profits? 

Were you worried about important 
coins being melted because their me- 
tallic content meant profit to some- 
one? 

Were you forced to visit a safety 
deposit box at your bank each time 
you wanted to study a coin in your 
own collection, just because of an- 
other intruder in the hobby — the 
professional coin thief, also looking 
for profit? 

Were you blamed for no more proof 
sets? The Kennedy half dollar stam- 
pede? 

Was your hobby used then, as it is 
now, by politcians; even by some con- 
gressmen writing new bills — bills 
that may destroy this hobby? Were 
you faced then with an odious “Bible 
bill?’’ 

Did you then find yourself sur- 
rounded by the teletype geniuses, who 
call themselves progressive dealers, 
thinking only of your needs when 
you need a coin pronto jonto; and of 
course never mentioning the use of 
this mechanism to fix prices? Even 
a novice knows that the price of a 
coin goes up in Cleveland because an- 
other automated dealer receives a 
higher price from some Mr. Money- 
bags in Texas, Toronto or Tampa. 

Gentlemen, this and so much more 
is happening to me — and happening 
in my formative 5th year in numis- 
matics — that it makes my head whirl! 
But not quite enough not to know 
that you started easier, grew into this 
hobby easier. Is it because it’s easier 
for you to sit and watch the hobby 
become used, and confused? Are you, 
my mentors, willing to let this great 
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study and hobby fade into a profit 
pot and die? 

As a novice, trying to look ahead 
with hope, I say please help me and 
help all serious novices. Get off your 
knowledgable seats and save our 
hobby! We novices are more than 
willing to be working privates in your 


fighting army of defenders. Right 
now we are looking to our own numis- 
matic generals for clarification and 
orders. I care, we care; we care a 
lot. Gentlemen, do you? If you do 
— really do — show us, show me, lead 
the way! 


Obituaries 

WALTER F. ROGERS, A.N.A. NO. 25319 

Major Walter F. Rogers, 37, of the U.S. Marine Corps, died of leukemia 
on September 13 at the Veterans Administration Hospital in Durham, N. C. 
He had been hospitalized since his ailment was diagnosed at the Naval Hospital 
in Bethesda, Md., ten months previous to his death. 

Major Rogers was a native of Atlanta, Ga., a graduate of the University 
of North Carolina, and retired last April after 14 years of active duty in the 
Marine Corps. His special interest in numismatics was Confederate currency 
and history related to numismatics in general. He was a member of the Shen- 
andoah Numismatic Society, the Virginia Numismatic Association, Middle 
Atlantic Numismatic Association, and the Society of Paper Money Collectors. 
Being in military service and travelling a great deal, he was not able to ^ke an 
active part in organized numismatics but was greatly interested as an individual. 
He always belonged to the local club wherever he made his home. 

Funeral services were held at the Forest Hill Methodist Church in Con- 
cord, N. C., where Major Rogers was residing at the time. Full military 
services were held at the Oakwood Cemetery by the United States Marine 
Corps Reserve of Charlotte. In addition to his mother, Mrs. Miriam M. Rogers 
of Atlanta, Ga., survivors include his widow, Frances, in Concord, two sons and 
two daughters, also in Concord, and a sister in St. Louis, Mo. 

FRANK KOVACS 

Frank Kovacs, internationally known sculptor and medalist, died recently 
of cancer. Hungarian born, Kovacs became a citizen of Canada but had lived 
in London, England, for many years. He was admitted to the Royal Academy 
in London in 1939, and the Salon of the Societe Des Artist Frances Sculpture 
awarded one of its four 1953 bronze medals to him. 

In 1954, while returning home from South Africa, he visited Charles Z. 
Mihalyi in New York State and the two friends exhibited most of Kovacs’ 
creations in the Watertown Historical Society Museum. Prior to the onset 
of his fatal illness, he and Mrs. Kovacs had planned a trip to the United States 
and Canada in 1966. 

His medallic creations were many, including the June 2, 1953 Elizabeth II 
coronation set and the widely known 100 drachma! 1935 silver coin of Greece. 
Kovacs was especially proud of a miniature set of silver medals of President 
Roosevelt, Generals Eisenhower, Smut and Montgomery, Sir Winston Churchill 
and a gold medal of St. Christopher. Other coins designed were for the state 
of Bahawalpur in India. He created the English medals of Shakes];>eare, 
Dickens, Sir William Bowman; Asiatic medals of Rabinbranth Tagore, Ma- 
handas Karamand Ghandi and Pandit Nehru; an Italian medal for inventor 
Guglielmo Marconi; one of the Hungarian composer L. Serly; a very large 
bronze of American Longfellow; South African Stephanus Johannes Paul 
Kruger, explorer David Livingston and empire builder Cecil Rhodes; and 
medals of numerous other noted persons the world over. 

Survivors include his widow and a son in England, and a daughter in 
South Africa. The untimely death of Frank Kovacs was a great loss to the 
numismatic fraternity. — CZM

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Friendships Flower Through Numismatics 

Are you a dandelion in the “Garden of Numismatics?*' Many of us re- 
member picking a bouquet of these bright yellow flowers and proudly pre- 
senting them to our mother. If you held a dandelion and an orchid before a 
smaU child, he might choose the dandelion. As we grow we learn to appreciate 
the beauty of real flowers. We learn that we cannot throw a handful of seeds 
on the ground, sit back and expect a beautiful garden to grow and then claim 
we are a botanist or a horticulturist. Neither can we throw a handful of coins 
into a box and honestly claim to be coin collectors or numismatists. Orchids 
that grow wild in some areas are carefully cultivated in others. Coins that 
some people ignore are items of interest to others, but it is difficult to develop 
a nice numismatic garden unless one is willing to learn from others and to 
read up on the subject. 

National Coin Week, April 16-23, 1966, is our special week really to show 
off to the general public. Here again we can compare our hobby with the 
Easter lilies and Christmas poinsettias which appear just once a year. This 
is a long time to wait to see a flower. We admire these rare plants but enjoy 
seeing flowers aU year long, and numismatic items need not be rare or expen- 
sive to be interesting and educational. 

Our numismatic “garden” has been threatened by seeds of bad publicity 
and other blight. These have grown and almost hidden the flowers. If we all 
pitch in we may be able to reclaim our garden, but thereafter we must work 
to keep it clean and attractive. If the old methods do not work against new 
problems, perhaps we should try some new ideas in addition to the old ones. 
How about this one? 

Last year the governors of 19 states signed official proclamations for 
National Coin Week, and 3 more sent letters of encouragement and good wishes. 
Some clubs wrote to President Johnson to ask for a national proclamation, but 
got the answer that it must first be approved by Congress. Now, many of us 
wrote letters of protest to our congressmen last year. Since most of these 
letters were complaints, let’s try a different technique. 

Your congn^essmen are always interested in things that improve their 
districts. Have you handed out any numismatic bouquets in your community? 
Have you given educational talks in schools, helped veterans in hospitals or 
the handicapped to become more interested in life through our hobby? Have 
you donated the profits from one coin auction to a worthwhile local cause? 
Have you stressed the historical, educational and numismatic background more 
than the dollar value? Have you done anything to promote good will in your 
community or in other countries? December is a good month to start, but 
this spirit could carry into a project which could last all year. 

Plan or accomplish something that will benefit someone other than your 
club members, then write to your congressmen in Washington, D. C., in Jan- 
uary and ask if they will help get April 16-23, 1966, proclaimed as National 
Coin Week by the President of the United States. Tell them what your club 
is doing or planning to do, and enclose newspaper clippings or photos when 
possible. Show them that as collectors you have an interest also in your 
community. Let’s use this fertile mud they have been slinging to plant seeds 
of interest in our numismatic gardens. Cultivate their friendship by breaking 
down the general opinion that collectors cause problems with evidence of some 
good you are doing in their own district. 

If enough of these letters reach our congressmen from different locations, 
the picture of the collector may begin to change. This type of letter may 
surprise them enough to make an impression. Perhaps when the new A.N.A. 
home and headquarters building is ready for use we will have a presidential 
proclamation for NCW to present to it, since it would belong to our Association 
and not to any one individual or club. A copy of each letter you write to 
your representatives in Congress will count as points for NCW awards, and 
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so will each answer received and each special event. Save them for your 
scrapbook report. 

If you are not a member of the American Numismatic Association but 
would like to join, please write to me for an application form. To be eligible 
for NCW awards from the Association, both individual and club entrants must 
be members of A.N.A. 

It is an old story that in helping others you often help yourself even 
more. As all of those Christmas cards, the holly, the poinsettias and the 
mistletoe appear, remember again that friendships do flower through numis- 
matics. Those coins in your pocket or purse that sound like jingle bells still 
carry the message “In God We Trust.” Have a wonderful holiday season! —

CONCLUSION 

The author hopes these lists will enable the collector, with no previous 
experience in medieval coinages, to better understand and attribute French 
feudal issues. These coins are relatively common and, when unclassified, 
often can be purchased for about a dollar or less, even in choice condition. 
There are not many series where such bargains are available today, if one 
excludes the modern minor coinages. 

When this paper is used as a means of identifying coins, the collector 
must remember that only the surface of an extensive and interesting series 
has been touched. It is entirely possible his unidentified coin will not be in 
the tables. However, if his specimen closely resembles a listed item, it prob- 
ably was struck in the same feudal district and perhaps by the same ruler. 
French feudal coins are noted for their many variations of any single type. 
The author realizes that in many ways this work is inadequate, but, in the 
complete absence of anything else of comparative content in English, it is 
hoped it will be of value. It may even inspire someone to prepare a really 
detailed and complete work on this series for the beginner. The author would 
like to apologize for any typographical errors or minor errors of fact that 
may appear, in spite of all efforts to the contrary. A compiler is no better 
than his references and on occasion minor errors may be carried over into 
this type of work. 

Finally, the author would like to thank the many people who aided him 
during the eight years this paper has been in preparation. His secretaries, 
Jayne Kobs, Emily Gardner, and Patricia Friedel, who typed the many manu- 
script drafts; P. K. Anderson and Louis Huber, who encouraged this work; 
R. Zander, who allowed the author to examine medieval French coins from 
his stocks, and Elston Bradfield for his editorial help. The staff of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society is due credit for assisting in the preparation of the 
coin illustrations. 

If this work can help just one interested collector in this fascinating 
field, the time and effort required for its preparation will be well spent. 
Medieval coinages are far too neglected in the United States and they offer, 
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at a most reasonable price, if one is willing to do the research work, an 
excellent place of refuge for collectors who wish to try something different 
or have been priced out of the more popular coinage series. If one is leaning 
in this direction, there is no better place to start than with the French 
feudal group. 
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The new clad coins made their first appearance to the general public on 
November 1 when banks in large cities from coast to coast released the 
silverless quarters. A Treasury Department statement said that approxi- 
mately half a billion additional clad quarters will be available by the end of 
1965 to circulate interchangeably with the silver ones. It predicted that the 
silverless dimes will appear “early in 1966,” but made no mention of release 
of the 400 fine clad half dollars.

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Status of A.N.A. Headquarters Project 


The American Numismatic Associa- 
tion has moved forward rapidly with 
plans for a national home and head- 
quarters and for a strong and effective 
organization to occupy it and work 
together to better serve A.N.A. mem- 
bers and numismatics. Recently a big 
check for $53,253.14, together with 
other donations, raised the building 
cash balance to a new high of $188,- 
672.56. This check came from A1 Over- 
ton as the proceeds from coins, paper 
money and other items donated to the 
building fund and sold 
at auction during the 
Houston convention. 
After making adjust- 
ments to reflect the 
difference between the 
amount these items 
brought at auction and 
the market value as- 
signed by donors, plus 
the new cash, pledges 
and unsold coins, the 
drive thermometer 
now stands at $202,840.19. 

Only material received prior to June 
1 was sold at the Houston auction. 
Anything received later will be sold 
at the A.N.A. 1966 Chicago convention 
auction, which will be conducted by 
Abe Kosoff. 

While accumulating money in its 
building fund, A.N.A. has not been 
idle. It has acquired a choice build- 
ing site for its new facility in Colorado 
Springs which was selected after care- 
ful study and surveys of free sites 
offered by 16 different cities. Several 
studies were made to determine the 
kind of an organization that will occupy 
the new building and provide the most 
services to collectors and numisma- 
tists. Soon an architect will be em- 
ployed to design and plan this out- 
standing facility in which all A.N.A. 
members and friends can take justifi- 
able pride, especially those who have 
made contributions toward its con- 
struction. 

By bringing together its widely scat- 
tered staff and activities in its new 
building, the A.N.A. will achieve 
greater efficiency, improved services 
and meet the challenges resulting 
from the explosive growth of collect- 


ing and numismatics as one of the na- 
tion’s most popular leisure time pur- 
suits. With space and personnel avail- 
able it will be able to provide new 
services and programs also in the 
future. This is truly one of the most 
important projects yet undertaken by 
your Association for the advancement 
and enjoyment of the hobby. All of 
us, collectors and numismatists every- 
where, have a vital stake in the suc- 
cessful completion of this project and 
in the well-being, growth and progress 
of America’s largest and most active 
numismatic organization. So we must 
join forces and each do his part to 
help A.N.A. reach this long desired 
and needed goal. 

Maurice A. Storck and Sons of Port- 
land, Me., swelled the cash fund by 
$2,000 at the Houston convention, 
Maurice commented that he had long 
felt that the Association needed a 
home and is “glad to see the wheels 
rolling in that direction and to con- 
tribute toward realizing the project. 
I know it will be a source of pride to 
me in years to come, and to all who 
help to the extent their circumstances 
permit.’’ 

In presenting a check for $2,000 in 
behalf of Mrs. Pollard and himself, 
Wilson E. Pollard of Indianapolis said, 
“As a long time member of this great 
organization, I am pleased to donate 
to the A.N.A. building fund and would 
like to urge everyone 
to make a contribu- 
tion promptly. This 
new building will be a 
great help to all of us 
and to future mem- 
bers in enjoying our 
hobby more.’’ 

Incidentally, both 
Pollard and Storck be- 
came professional nu- 
mismatists during the 
depression days of the 
1930s. Storck claims that his first day 
of looking through circulating coins for 
ones with premium value netted him 
a profit of $2.97. Many a man was 
happy with that kind of a day’s wages 
in 1932. 

Another A.N.A. member who at- 
tained “Patron’’ status at convention

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time was Emery A. Redman of Day- 
ton, Ohio. In presenting $2,100 in coins 
for the Chicago convention auction, 
Redman stressed his hope that the 
growing Association can establish a 
clearing house for authenticating coins 
in the near future. Like many other 
dealers and collectors, he is concerned 
about the growing number of altered, 
counterfeit and otherwise phony coins 
being offered, and feels that an au- 
thentication service is the best way 
to combat the practice. 

With $47,000 remaining to go, A.N.A. 
has come a long way since the start 
of its $250,000 building fund drive over 
a year ago at the Cleveland conven- 
tion. Since then some 2,400 collectors, 
numismatists, coin clubs, dealers and 
other public spirited donors have 
added their names to the permanent 
honor roll of contributors to this proj- 
ect.

in 1686 and named it San Luis in honor 
of his French sovereign, but it remained 
unoccupied except by roving bands of 
Indians known as Karankawas. Early in 
the 18th century all of Mexico, Texas in- 
cluded, passed into possession of Spain, 
and in 1777 the island was occupied 
temporarily by troops of Count Ber- 
nardo de Galvez, Governor General of 
the Spanish possessions in America. The 
island thus got the name Galvez, 
changed in later years to Galveston. 
Jean LaFitte, notorious pirate chief, 
claimed Galveston for his headquarters 
in 1816 and made it a rendezvous for 
his ships and men until 1821 when the 
United States government prevailed upon 
him to remove his base of operations to 
a point farther south. No sooner had 
the ships of LaFitte cleared the harbor 
than American pioneers began to arrive 
upon the island, and by 1830 a fair-size 
settlement had been established. The 
City of Galveston was founded by Col. 
Michael B. Menard, a Canadian, and on 
Dec. 9, 1836 Col. Menard and 9 associates 
purchased the present site of the city. 
The Galvez Hotel is being redecorated 
completely for this outstanding Texas 
numismatic event and the entire staff 
will be on hand to make your stay a 
merry one.

An interesting hobby which is related 
very practically to numismatics, yet not 
often explored or discussed — that of 
numismatic photography — featured the 
281st meeting of Missouri Numismatic 
Society, A.N.A. 7183, of St. Louis at 
Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson on Oct. 11. The 
125 attending members and guests were 
fascinated by Member Harold Spradley’s 
lucid and dramatic presentation, in lay 
language and by actual demonstration, 
of numismatic photography. Spradley 
cited the value of accurate photography 
for various numismatic purposes such 
as exhibition, identification, determina- 
tion of condition, and sales. He pointed 
out that high resolution photography 
produces the most satisfying results with 
coins, describing that process as the 
taking of a picture of the surface of a 
coin under favorable lighting and with 
the best possible camera equipment de- 
signed for that purpose. This will reveal 
the structural details of the coin’s sur- 
face, its condition, and any special identi- 
fying marks. Spradley emphasized that 
the first requisite of good coin photog- 
raphy is the proper equipment, used 
painstakingly, and suggested the use of 
the longtime popular 4''x5'' press camera 
or the later developed 35mm. camera, 
commenting on the technical features of 
both and the functions of their com- 
ponent parts. He added that for in- 
stant results certain types of polaroid 
film can be used in the press camera. 
He commented further that the addi- 
tional governing features of good results 
were the proper distance between the 
camera and the object, careful focusing 
and steady snapping best obtained by the 
use of a remote control plunger, and the 
distance, intensity and angle of the 
lighting. Although in an actual demon- 


stration he used a distance of 8'' be- 
tween the camera and object, and a like 
distance between light and object at 
about 45° angle, he stressed that these 
factors were variables depending upon 
the results desired, such as amount of 
detail, size, etc. Spradley stressed 
further the importance of making every 
effort to eliminate glare which might 
refiect back into the camera, especially 
when photographing a highly polished 
coin. At the conclusion of his talk, he 
demonstrated the highly satisfactory re- 
sults possible by photographing with 
the press camera a dull bronze Roman 
coin and an uncirculated gold coin in a 
white case, both of which showed re- 
markable detail. He concluded with the 
comment that although accurate numis- 
matic photography requires patience and 
experience, it can be mastered by any- 
one; and ended his program with an in- 
formative question and answer session 
and the photographing of society mem- 
bers’ coins. Prior to his presentation, 
Spradley, as program chairman, pre- 
sented to Jerry Hillebrand an A.N.A. 
Educational Award certificate for his 
program on the “Evolution of the Silver 
Dollar’’ at the September meeting. Presi- 
dent Albert Wick announced the resig- 
nation of Vice President William Hen- 
nessey and his replacement by Charter 
Member John Stevenson; the resignation 
of Board Chairman Charles Page for 
reasons of health, replaced by David 
Cooper; and the appointment of Robert 
Ballard to the board of governors. Wick 
announced also the Society’s purchase of 
25 display cases, A.N.A. size, which will 
be used by the Society and its members 
for displays, and will be made available 
upon request to other clubs for a low 
rental fee.
